ti'. Via the streets of Pokin I ono dtiy 
foilnd » man in a sort of wooden sentry 
boi ; large nails bad 'been driven into 
it,i so that their points projected 
through. 
This prevented tho mnn 


from- leaning against this sides, and tbe 
only rostiho had was1 from sitting on u 
board'.iwithirii, He1 was n monk, and 
Holer seemed ,to>sleop, for ho had n 
string, with which he, night and day 
sounded n largo, sonorous b«ll cvory 
few minutes, »b a sort of advertisement 
dflhis purpose.' This was, that'tho'be- 
neyolont should conic ' forward with 
money ; each nail represented a sum, 
When any ono paid thnt sum his name 
wna stuck up on a bit of paper and tho 
nail was pulled out, making it more 
comfortable for tho hermit within. 
All 


the nails represented the necessary 
amount lor tbo repair of a temple which 
wis close behind, This is a common 
proceeding for raising tho wind for 
such purposes. I was told this monk 
hu'd boen two yours shut up, and that 
ho would likely bo another year boforo 
ho 
1 got out of liis eohoon of nails."

obliged to ask anyone to introduce you 
to the bnnk ; youv money wus your in- 
troduction ; you lire under obligations 
to no one, nnd yonr banking account 
has cost you nnly n shilling, 
You can 


buy a book of ,C1 checks, .K2 chocks, 
or 
1 ,£10 checks, and all at tho sumo nilo. 


Epoh check is stumped so that it cun 
only bo-drawn for ,£1 or ,l!2 or whatev- 
er, amount it bears. If your check- 
book is stolon Iho thief would probably 
not know how to sign it; if he did tho 
blink ho,s a moans for detecting tho lot- 
gory, 
Already this new system—sim- 


ple, safe, cheap, and convenient—has 
won groat favor in England.
